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ADMINIS 


The  University  of  Mississippi  has  its  origin  in  an  act 
of  the  Continental  Congress  of  1787,  although  the  first 
session  was  not  held  until  1848.  At  this  time  there 
was  only  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  with  an  enroll- 
ment of  eighty  students.  From  this  beginning,  the  Uni- 
versity has  advanced  steadily  during  the  century  of  its 
existence,  and  at  the  present  time  it  has,  in  addition 
to  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  the  schools  of  Law,  En- 
gineering, Education,  Medicine,  Pharmacy,  Commerce 
and  Business  Administration,  and  the  Graduate  School 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  approximately  1,200  students. 

In  1893  the  first  summer  school  of  the  University  was 
organized  and  in  1926  the  Extension  Department,  organ- 
ized for  the  direction  of  correspondence  courses,  was  es- 
tablished. The  Department  of  Music,  the  Department  of 
Home    Economics,   and   the    Department     of    Military 
Science  and  Tactics  are  recently 
established  departments    in    the 
University. 

Alfred  Hume,  Chancellor  Emer- 
itus and  now  head  of  the 
Mathematics  Department  of  the 
University,  has  done  much  to 
make  Ole  Miss  one  of  the  lead- 
ing educational  institutions  of 
the  South.  It  was  through  his 
constant  efforts  and  his  sincere 
devotion  to  the  University,  that 
it  now  holds  its  position  among 
the  leading  institutions  of  the 
South. 

The  College  of  Liberal  Arts  is 
the  oldest  and  most  inclusive 
school  on  the  campus.  The  cur- 
riculum is  so  planned  as  to  af- 
ford a  general  education  as  well 
as  specialization  in  one  group  of 
studies.  The  work  is  grouped 
into  two  divisions.  That  in  th-^ 
Lower  Division  is  composed 
mainly  of  fundamental  courses 
and  for  the  most  part  is  pre- 
scribed within  well-defined  lim- 
its. That  in  the  Upper  Divi- 
sion is  of  a  distinctly  more  ad- 
vanced type  and  is  more  spe- 
cialized in  character.  The  stu- 
dent is  permitted  wide  choice  in 
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his  field  of  study,  but,  after  the  choice  is  made,  em- 
phasis is  placed  upon  concentration  in  that  field.  It  is 
due  to  the  incessant  efforts  of  Dean  Coulter  that  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts  is  considered  as  one  of  the 
strongest  schools  on  the  campus.  It  also  offers  pre- 
paratory work  for  medicine  and  law. 

The  Law  School  of  the  University,  established  in  1854, 
has  progressed  until  now  it  is  considered  one  of  the 
leading  law  schools  of  the  country.  The  requirements 
and  restrictions  in  this  school  permit  only  the  best  of 
students  to  enter.  The  student  must  have  completed 
and  have  to  his  credit  at  the  time  of  entering  upon  his 
law  study  one-half  of  the  work  acceptable  for  a  bach- 
elor's degree  granted  on  the  basis  of  four  years  of  study 
in  the  University  of  Mississippi  or  in  some  other  ac- 
credited institution.  This  requirement  is  prescribed  by 
the  Association  of  American  Law  Schools,  of  which  this 
school  is  a  member.  Judge  Kimbrough,  Dean  of  the 
Law  School,  is  recognized  by  lawyers  and  jurists 
throughout  the  state  as  one  of  the  outstanding  mem- 
bers of  the  legal  profession.  Dean  Kimbrough  is  loved 
and  held  in  highest  esteem  by  all  students  in  the  law 
school.  All  work  and  written  examinations  are  con- 
ducted under  the  honor  system.  This  system  has  now 
become  a  tradition  of  which  graduates  of  the  school 
are  justly  proud.  By  a  Mississippi  statue,  a  diploma 
from  the  School  of  Law  entitles  the  holder  to  practice 
law  in  any  court  in  the  state  without  having  to  pass 
the  bar  examination. 

The  School  of  Engineering  was  established  in  1900, 
although  some  courses  in  engineering  had  been  offered 
at  the  University  from  1872.  These  courses  did  not, 
however,  constitute  a  complete  schedule  of  studies  lead- 
ing to  a  degree  in  engineering.     When  the  School  of

Engineering  was  formally  organized,  courses  of  study 
were  offered  covering  four  years  of  college  work,  lead- 
ing to  professional  degrees  in  engineering.  As  now  or- 
ganized, the  School  of  Engineering  offers  courses  in 
three  branches  of  engineering:  civil,  chemical,  and  gen- 
eral. The  courses  are  so  arranged  that  a  student  may 
obtain  a  professional  degree  in  any  of  the  branches. 
Dean  Johnson  is  serving  his  first  year  as  head  of  the 
Engineering  School  and  has  proved  to  be  a  capable  suc- 
cessor to  Dean  Hargis. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  University,  through  the  School 
of  Education,  to  add  to  the  broad  academic  training 
and  preparation  and  to  the  professional  knowledge, 
ability,  and  appreciation  essential  in  developing  the 
public  school  system,  and  to  a  professional  attitude  to- 
ward teaching.  The  courses  offered  in  this  school  are 
planned  to  meet  the  professional  needs  of  the  teachers 
of  the  secondary  school  system.  Dean  Farquear  is  one 
of  the  leading  educationalists  in  the  state  and  is  highly 
respected  by  members  of  the  teaching  profession.  Many 
developments  have  been  made  in  this  school  since  its 
establishment  in  1903,  a  very  important  one  being  the 
use  of  the  University  High  School  for  practice  teach- 
ing. Ample  facilities  are  offered  to  graduate  students 
who  desire  to  take  a  master's  degree. 

The  University  Medical  School  was  created  by  a  spe- 
cial act  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1903.  This  school 
has  maintained  high  standards  in  entrance  requirements 
and  medical  education  since  its  creation.  It  was  placed 
in  Group  A  in  the  scheme  of  classification  of  medical 
schools  in  the  United  States  by  the  Council  of  Medical 
Education  and  Hospitals  of  the  Association  of  Amer- 
ican  Medical  Colleges,   which   recognizes   only  institu- 
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tions  of  high  standing.  Any  student  who  successfully 
completes  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  med- 
ical course  at  Ole  Miss  is  given  a  certificate  which  will 
admit  him  to  the  third  year  of  any  high-grade  medical 
school  or  college  on  the  same  terms  as  those  by  which 
that  school  promotes  its  own  students  from  the  pre- 
clinical branches  into  the  medical  school.  Dr.  Guyton, 
Dean  of  the  Medical  School,  through  his  untiring  ef- 
forts, has  made  the  Ole  Miss  Medical  School  one  of 
the  best  in  the  South. 

The  School  of  Pharmacy  was  created  in  the  Univer- 
sity in  1908.  It  offers  both  undergraduate  and  graduate 
courses  in  the  study  of  pharmacy.     Dean  Hammond

The 
Ole  Miss  alumnus  takes  with 
him  a  mental  picture  of  this 
spot  on  the  campus  as  the 
scene  where  lasting  friend- 
ships were  made,  great  fu- 
tures were  planned,  and  hap- 
py years  were  spent. 
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has  made  a  most  capable  department  head,  and  grad- 
uates of  this  school  are  now  filling  many  of  the  respon- 
sible positions  requiring  pharmaceutical  education  and 
training  in  the  state.  This  school  is  now  a  member  of 
the  American  Association  of  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  an 
organization  of  the  leading  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  in 
the  United  States. 

The  School  of  Commerce  and  Business  Administration 
was  established  in  1917  and  offers  those  courses  which 
are  essential  to  a  business  career.  Dean  Bell  has  main- 
tained the  high  standards  of  work  that  makes  Ole  Miss 
proud  of  the  School  of  Commerce.  Specialization  is 
offered  in  one  of  the  following  fields:  accounting  and 
auditing,  marketing  and  merchandising,  and  finance 
and  banking.  The  first  two  years  in  this  school  are 
the  preparatory  years;  the  specialization  courses  begin 
in  the  third  year.  The  latest  trends  and  methods  are 
studies  in  detail  in  the  courses  offered  in  this  school, 
and  prominent  business  men  are  frequently  engaged  to 
supplement  the  class  work  with  special  lectures. 

The  Graduate  School  is  one  of  the  best  equipped 
departments  of  the  University.  It  is  highly  recognized 
among  the  colleges  and  universities  of  America.  Courses 
are  offered  to  any  student  who  is  a  graduate  of  a  rec- 
ognized institution.  Deserving  students  have  the  op- 
portunity to  obtain  student  assistantships  and  scholar- 
ships. Dr.  Bishop,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School,  is 
also  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  He  is  regarded  as  one  of 
the  state's  leading  educators. 

Mrs.  Laura  T.  Martin  is  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Music.  This  department  was  established  in  1934 
and  offers  courses  to  those  students  who  are  candidates 
for  the  bachelor  of  music  degree.  It  also  offers  courses 
that  are  accepted  in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 


Dean  Guess  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  men  on  the 
Ole  Miss  campus.  As  Dean  of  Men,  he  serves  as  ad- 
viser to  men  students  and  controls  the  activities  of  the 
men  students  on  the  campus.  As  helper  and  adviser, 
Dean  Guess  is  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  the  boys  in 
the  University.  As  General  Secretary  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  he  also  heads  religious  activities  on  the  campus. 

The  Dean  of  Women  acts  in  the  capacity  of  general 
adviser  to  the  women  students  of  the  University,  and 
through  this  office  a  personal  contact  is  instituted.  Dean 
Piefley  has  held  this  office  for  a  number  of  years  and 
is  loved  by  the  women  students  because  of  her  personal 
interest  in  them.  A  close  relationship  is  insured  to  each 
student  through  this  office,  and  this  relationship  gives 
increased  incentive  for  higher  scholarship  as  well  as  a 
desire  for  a  more  active  participation  in  college  activities. 
Every  student  who  enters  the  University  has  to  par- 
ticipate in  some  form  of  athletics  for  his  first  two  years. 

The  Athletic  Department  is  under  the  skilled  supervi- 
sion of  Coach  Walker  and  his  staff  of  assistants.  Teams 
in  all  sports  have  been  carefully  trained,  and,  as  a  re- 
sult, have  made  a  name  for  Ole  Miss  on  the  athletic 
field. 

Mr.  Jeff  Hamm  is  the  Alumni  Secretary  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  is  the  contact  man  between  the  University 
and  the  alumni  of  the  University.  He  keeps  the  alumni 
informed  as  to  the  activities  of  the  students  and  the  school 
as  a  whole.  The  Alumni  Secretary  also  makes  all  ar- 
rangements for  athletic  games  in  which  the  University 
participates. 

Mr.  Trotter,  as  Secretary  of  the  University,  has  many 
duties  to  perform.  It  is  through  his  office  that  all  pur- 
chases and  payments  are  made.  The  cafeteria  and  the 
laundry  are  supervised  under  this  department,  as  well 
as  all  improvements  to  buildings  and  grounds.

MILITARY 


Although  the  United  States  Reserve  Officers'  Training 
Corps  at  the  University  of  Mississippi  is  still  in  its 
infancy,  having  been  here  only  two  years,  it  has  made 
phenomenal  strides  in  development  and  expansion.  The 
Cadet  Corps  has  almost  doubled  itself  since  last  year, 
having  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  students  as  com- 
pared to  one  hundred  and  three  of  last  year.  Now 
the  unit  is  operating  with  a  full  basic  course  but  with 
a  limited  advanced  class.  Military  at  the  University 
has  also  grown  in  popularity  with  the  student  body, 
along  with  increased  enrollment.  In  two  years,  when 
the  military  unit  becomes  complete  with  four  years'  work 
and  full  enrollment,  it  is  estimated  that  the  unit  will 
consist  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  students,  although 
enlistment  is  purely  voluntary.     No  compulsion  what- 


soever is  used.  The  attractive  features  of  the  work 
alone  are  sufficient  to  insure  a  more  than  satisfactory 
number  of  students.  This  unit  received  a  rating  of 
excellent,  the  highest  rating  possible,  during  its  first 
year  in  existence,  due  to  the  hard  work  of  the  Army 
Officers  and  students,  in  the  annual  spring  inspection 
required  by  the  Commander  of  the  Fourth  Corps  Area, 
which  comprises  most  of  the  southern  states.  Making 
an  excellent  rating  the  first  year  is  quite  a  feat,  con- 
sidering that  the  vast  majority  of  the  students  were 
inexperienced  in  military  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
Sergeant  Marius  Marquis,  a  graduate  of  Auburn,  was 
added  this  year  and  has  proved  a  valuable  assistant  in 
training  the  unit.

Major  Charles  S.  Johnson  is  the  professor  of  mih- 
tary  science  and  tactics  and  commanding  officer  of  the 
R.O.T.C.  unit,  coming  here  from  Fort  Banning,  Geor- 
gia, where  he  was  graduated  from  the  Tank  School. 
Major  Johnson  has  had  many  years  of  rich  experience, 
in  the  World  War,  in  active  duty,  and  as  R.O.T.C.  in- 
structor, which  especially  qualifies  him  as  an  expert  to 
fulfill  the  duties  of  his  office.  Major  Hugh  Evans,  a 
native  Mississippian,  acts  as  associate  instructor  with 
Major  Johnson.  Major  Evans,  also  has  had  much  ex- 
perience in  the  World  War  and  as  commanding  officer 
of  Camp  Bullis  in  Texas.  The  University  is  fortunate 
in  having  two  such  fine  officers  and  true  gentlemen.  It 
was  largely  due  to  the  diligent  work  of  these  two  of- 
ficers that  the  unit  received  its  excellent  rating  during 
the  first  year  at  the  University.  Both  men  have  put 
time  and  effort  unceasingly  in  the  advancement  and  de- 
velopment of  the  military  unit.  Major  Evans  has  ren- 
dered valuable  service  and  assistance  in  organizing  and 
maintaining  an  R.O.T.C.  rifle  team  and  also  a  girls' 
rifle  team.  A  new  and  complete  indoor  rifle  range  has 
been  built  under  Fulton  Chapel,  which  allows  students 


the  advantage  of  actual  experience  in  firing  and  sharp- 
shooting.  Many  expert  shots  have  been  developed  by 
Major  Evans,  who  is  an  excellent  shot  himself.  A  fac- 
ulty rifle  and  pistol  club  has  also  been  organized  and 
has  created  quite  an  interest  among  the  faculty.  More 
than  thirty  matches  have  been  made  this  year  with  uni- 
versities and  colleges  from  Maine  to  California,  includ- 
ing the  best  competition  in  rifle  marksmanship  in  the 
United  States.  At  the  same  time,  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee has  definitely  recognized  the  rifle  team,  and  has 
made  it  a  minor  sport,  awarding  University  letters  to 
the  team.  Major  Johnson  has  devoted  most  of  his  time 
to  the  development  of  the  unit;  his  work  has  been  duly 
appreciated  by  the  Cadet  Corps.  He  has  provided 
medals  and  cups  for  outstanding  men  in  different  classes 
to  create  a  keen  competition  and  rivalry  among  the 
men  in  the  unit.  Through  the  efforts  of  Major  John- 
son, the  entire  ground  floor  of  Peabody  Hall  has  been 
converted  into  space  for  the  Military  Department,  thus 
making  an  additional  classroom  and  storeroom  available. 
Both  Majors  Johnson  and  Evans  are  regular  U.  S. 
Army  officers  on  detached  duty  here.

The  advanced  class  is  composed  of  only  eight  men  at  the 
present,  because  the  unit  is  incomplete  and  only  those  men 
who  had  previous  military  experience  at  other  schools  were 
eligible  for  the  advanced  course.  Four  of  these  men  make 
up  the  commissioned  officers:  John  Sharp  Donald,  Battalion 
Commander;  Lon  Adam  Wyatt,  Battalion  Adjutant;  Wil-

liam  Lyons  Sharpe,  "A"  Company  Commander,  and  Leon 
Hamlin  Cox,  "B"  Company  Commander.  The  other  four 
men  make  up  the  non-commissioned  officers,  and  hold  the 
rank  of  sergeant;  these  men  are  Morgan  Roseborough, 
Wallace  P.  Murphy,  James  Ray  Foster,  and  Kearney  Cot- 
ton Leggett.  In  accordance  with  the  custom  set  last  year, 
sponsors  for  the  corps  were  selected  to  represent  the  unit 
on  parades  and  at  the  military  ball.  Miss  Catherine  Ricks 
of  Jackson,  Mississippi,  was  chosen  as  battalion  sponsor. 
Misses  Irene  Snyder  and  Frances  Pryor  were  chosen  as 
sponsors  of  the  two  companies.  These  beautiful  girls 
played  an  important  part  in  the  ceremony  at  the  military 
ball,  being  presented  and  passing  through  the  saber  arch. 
Although  the  advanced  class  is  small  now,  when  the  unit 
becomes  complete,  the  competition  will  be  keen  to  deter- 
mine the  men  given  the  privilege  to  enter  this  class.  The 
War  Department  will  allow  only  a  limited  number  to  take 
this  work.  After  four  years  of  military  at  the  University 
and  one  six  weeks'  training  camp  between  the  junior  and 
senior  years,  the  students  are  commissioned  second  lieu- 
tenants in  the  Organized  Reserve  of  the  United  States 
Army.  Promotion  in  the  Reserve  is  given  in  the  same 
manner  as  in  the  Regular  Army.  Those  men  with  the 
highest  grades  and  best  military  qualities  will  be  selected 
to  go  into  the  advanced  class.

The  commissioned  officers  of  the  unit,  composed  of  only 
six  men,  received,  with  a  great  deal  of  hard  work,  fourth 
place  in  the  competition  for  the  proficiency  cup  awarded 
each  year  at  the  six  weeks'  summer  camp  at  Fort  McClel- 
lan  in  Anniston,  Alabama,  by  the  Fourth  Corps  Area 
Headquarters.  As  there  are  fourteen  southern  universities 
and  colleges  in  the  Fourth  Corps  Area,  this  was  a  fine 
record,  especially  for  the  first  year  in  military.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  University,  a  military  ball 
was  held,  starting  an  annual  custom.  The  ball  created 
much  interest  in  the  corps  and  in  the  student  body,  being 
open  to  other  than  military  students.  Invitations  were 
sent  to  all  the  military  dignitaries  in  Mississippi,  and  most 
of  them  accepted.  The  decorations  were  quite  unusual, 
consisting  of  sand-bag  trenches,  zigzagging,  machine  gun 
emplacements,  flags,  and  other  military  material.  The 
pageant  and  grand  march,  along  with  the  "Army  Blues," 
made  the  ball  a  great  success.  The  Military  Department 
showed  its  splendid  spirit  and  cooperation  with  the  school 
by  handling  the  traffic  at  all  the  campus  football  games. 
This  was  done  by  the  students  themselves  in  uniform  pure- 
ly by  voluntary  action.  This  policing  proved  very  suc- 
cessful and  rendered  a  great  service  to  the  University  by 
preventing  traffic  jams  and  directing  visitors  to  their  des- 
tinations.    The   battalion   parades  and  ceremonies  showed 


the  efficiency  of  the  unit  in  drilling,  and  were  very  im- 
pressive on  dress  occasions.  The  new  parade  ground  is 
situated  between  the  Graduate  Building  and  the  Hospital. 
Drills  and  parades  are  important  parts  of  the  R.  O.  T.  C, 
but  most  of  the  time  is  spent  in  classroom  work  on  weapons 
and  tactics.

THE   ACCOUNT  OF 


Not  a  banner  year  in  any  sense  of  the  term, 
the  1937-38  athletic  season  at  the  University  of 
Mississippi  had  its  high  notes  and  its  low  notes,  and 
despite  the  havoc  created  with  the  reorganization  of 
the  coaching  staff,  gave  Ole  Miss  real  representa- 
tion in  seven  fields  of  competitive  sports  and  a 
well-rounded  interfraternity  program. 

Football  was  far  from  being  successful,  with 
four  victories,  five  losses,  and  one  tie  marked  up. 
Basketball  was  the  reverse,  the  Rebels  coming  in 
for  one  of  their  best  campaigns.  Boxing  was 
mediocer,  with  three  mittmen  entering  the  confer- 
ence tournament. 


The  Spring  sports — baseball,  track,  tennis  and 
golf — were  not  so  good,  nor  were  they  very  bad. 
Of  the  quartet,  only  tennis  was  a  strictly  losing 
proposition,  with  the  netters  able  to  annex  but 
one  match. 

Interfraternity  sports,  under  the  administration 
of  Elliott  Danzig,  President  of  the  Interfraternity 
Council,  had  followers  in  practically  every  branch 
of  athletic  endeavor.  The  same  was  true  for  the 
women  of  the  campus,  who  were  supervised  by  the 
Woman's  Athletic  Association  and  the  Pan-Hel- 
lenic Sports  Tourney.

FOOTBALL 


Still  a  team  that  was  in  the  midst  of  "growing  pains," 
the  1937  edition  of  the  Ole  Miss  Rebels  failed  to  create 
an  offense  that  would  click  off  yardage,  received  the 
wrong  end  of  too  many  doubtful  decisions,  suffered 
more  injuries  than  replacements  could  handle  and  ex- 
perienced their  worst  campaign  in  the  eight-year  reign 
of  Head  Coach  Edgar  Lee  Walker. 

Termed  one  of  the  "dark  horses"  of  the  Southeastern 
Conference  before  the  curtain  was  drawn,  the  Ole  Miss 
team  penetrated  the  first  half  of  the  season  with  a  rec- 
ord as  impressive  as  any  garnered  by  a  southern  school 
the  size  of  the  University. 

A  victory  over  Louisiana  Tech  opened  the  year,  fol- 
lowed by  a  scoreless  deadlock  with  Temple  in  a  game 
that  proved  the  Rebel  defense  one  of  the  nation's  best. 
Homecoming  Day  and  a  triumph  over  a  yet  undefeated 
St.  Louis  University  aggregation  gave  indication  of  a 
possible  upset  over  Louisiana  State  University,  but  in- 
juries had  found  their  mark  and  the  Red  and  Blue 
turned  in  a  miraculous  performance  in  holding  the  pow- 
erful Tigers  to  a  two-touchdown  win  that  came  only 
after  the  Ole  Miss  forewall  had  weakened  in  the  fourth 
quarter.  The  loss  was  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt,  for 
the  Rebs  had  shown  themselves  to  be  a  great  ball  club, 
and  victories  over  the  remaining  schools  on  the  schedule 
seemed  to  be  in  the  offing. 

A  decisive  46-0  triumph  over  Ouachita  College  was 
regarded  as  a  stepping-stone  to  a  favorable  exhibition 
against  Tulane  the  next  week-end,  but  Ole  Miss  wasn't 
the  same  Ole  Miss  that  went  on  the  field  against  L.  S.  U. 
just  two  weeks  previous,  and  a  "sure"  win  over  the 
Greenies  from  New  Orleans  reverted  into  defeat.  The 
Rebels  weren't  down,  however,  and  came  back  the  next 
week  with  their  best  game  of  the  season,  a  trouncing 
over  George  Washington  University  in  the  Nation's 
Capital.  But  the  good  fortune  was  short-lived  and  Ar- 
kansas dished  out  a  stinging  loss,  outshining  the  Red  and 
Blue  with  a  sensational  aerial  attack. 

There  still  remained  the  difference  between  a  success- 
ful and  an  unsuccessful  season,  but  that  difference  lay 
in  the  outcome  of  the  "game  of  games,"  the  tilt  with 
Mississippi  State  College.  Very  muchly  the  underdog, 
the  Staters,  boasting  an  inspired  bunch  of  gridders,  used 
a  two-point  safety  to  its  utmost  advantage  and  gave  the 
University  team  another  setback.  The  final  tilt  of  the 
year  was  another  disappointing  one,  Ole  Miss  receiving 
its  worst  beating  at  the  hands  of  Tennessee. 

Frank  M.  "Bruiser"  Kinard  was,  for  the  second 
consecutive  season,  the  chief  source  of  national  publicity 
and  recognition.  Playing  on  a  team  that  won  only  four 
of  ten  games  scheduled,  Kinard  turned  in  sensational 
performances  week  after  week  at  his  tackle  post  in  the 
Rebel  forewall  and  was  rewarded  with  positions  on  more 


than  a  dozen  all-American  teams,  some  of  which  were 
chosen  by  the  United  Press,  International  News  Serv- 
ice, N.E.A.  Service,  New  York  World-Telegram,  New 
York  Sun,  Paramount  News  and  Fox  Movietone.  He 
was  a  unanimous  choice  on  every  all-Southern  and  all- 
Southeastern  Conference  team  selected. 

Kinard  headed  a  list  of  six  seniors  who  have  played 
their  final  games  for  the  Johnny  Rebs.  The  sensa- 
tional Ray  Hapes,  the  eel-hipped  little  halfback,  will 
cavort  for  no  more  touchdowns  in  a  Red  and  Blue  uni- 
form. Nor  will  Herb  Baumsten  ever  get  back  in  the 
huddle  and  say  that  snappy  "Let's  go,  gang."  Robert 
Kincade  has  caught  his  last  pass;  J.  P.  Bilbo  has  blocked 
his  last  man;  Monk  Aston  has  centered  his  last  ball. 

Juniors,  too,  figured  prominently  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  season,  with  the  following  seeing  most  action: 
Gardner  Bennett,  guard;  Bonnie  Lee  "Country"  Gra- 
ham, end;  Frank  Hart,  center;  Parker  Hall,  halfback; 
Kimble  Bradley,  quarterback;  Billy  Mann,  halfback,  and 
Lloyd  "Bully"  White,  guard. 

Experiencing  their  first  year  of  varsity  competition 
were  ten  greenies,  some  of  whom  are  destined  to  be 
among  Ole  Miss  grid  greats  of  years  to  come.  Out- 
standing sophomore  players  included:  Ham  Murphy 
and  Jesse  Ward,  ends;  Bill  Williams  and  Talbert 
Crowder,  tackles;  Ado  Dunagin,  guard;  Winkey  Autrey, 
center;  Bill  Schneller,  quarterback;  Bill  Frye  and  Kent 
Massengale,  halfbacks,  and  Johnny  Lehnhardt,  fullback.

Bolstered  to  its  greatest  numerical  strength  in  the 
history  of  the  University,  six  Ole  Miss  coaches  did  the 
best  they  could  with  what  they  had  and  completed  their 
work  as  a  unit  after  one  short  year  of  association  under 
Head  Coach  Edgar  Lee  Walker. 

Starting  the  campaign  off  with  the  thought  that  copper 
in  the  coffers  meant  more  than  games  on  the  victory  side 
of  the  column,  Coach  Walker,  one  of  Glenn  S.  "Pop" 
Warner's  favorite  proteges,  announced  December  14  he 
would  not  be  a  candidate  for  re-election  to  the  head 
tutor's  job  after  eight  years  of  service  under  the  colors 
of  the  Red  and  Blue. 

Playing  teams  that  appeared  "too  good"  for  Ole  Miss, 
weakened  by  injuries  to  key  players,  the  Rebel  grid 
squad  experienced  one  of  its  worst  seasons  in  years,  win- 
ning but  four  of  a  ten-game  schedule.  Alumni  and 
student  sentiment  went  against  Walker,  and  he  thought 
it  best  to  submit  his  statement  to  the  Chancellor,  telling 
he  did  not  desire  the  University's  head  coaching  job  an- 
other year. 

Ed  Walker  put  Ole  Miss  athletics  on  a  paying  basis, 
Coming  here  in  1930  when  everything  in  the  office  of 
the  athletic  association  was  written  in  red  ink,  Walker 
secured  games  with  "name  teams,"  always  had  his  squad 
in  first-class  condition. 

Resigning  along  with  Coach  Walker  were  Webb 
Burke,  line  tutor,  and  Charles  "Chuck"  Smalling  back- 
field  coach.  Burke  came  to  the  University  four  year  ago, 
and  since  has  gained  the  reputation  of  being  "one  of  the 
squarest  shooters  in  the  game."  Undoubtedly  the  best- 
liked  of  the  Rebel  mentors.  Coach  Burke  was  given  the 
support  of  the  football  team  when  the  Athletic  Commit- 
tee began  the  hunt  for  a  successor  to  Walker. 


Smalling,  who  came  here  with  Walker  in  1930,  was 
also  well-liked  and  admired  by  members  of  his  back- 
fields.  A  Stanford  star  like  Walker,  Smalling  has 
handled  track  training  since  1934,  and  has  come  in  close 
contact  with  members  of  the  student  body  by  admin- 
istering the  Interfraternity  Council  athletic  program. 

George  M.  Bohler,  just  plain  "Doc"  to  his  many  cam- 
pus friends,  took  care  of  training  chores  the  past  year, 
and  coached  the  basketball  team  to  one  of  its  best  sea- 
sons in  the  history  of  Ole  Miss  as  a  member  of  the 
Southeastern  Conference.  Bohler,  an  athlete  of  the  old 
school  who  saw  service  as  a  eager  as  a  member  of  the 
original  Celtic  quintet,  is  recognized  among  the  best 
trainers  in  the  nation. 

Claude  M.  "Tad"  Smith  will  remain  as  the  only  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi  graduate  on  the  Red  and  Blue 
coaching  staff.  Smith,  the  outstanding  athlete  of  his  day 
at  Ole  Miss,  coached  the  freshman  grid  squad  the  past 
year,  and  although  his  team  didn't  make  the  impressive 
record  that  its  numerous  stars  would  indicate,  he  did 
much  constructive  work  in  developing  varsity  men  for 
the  senior  eleven  of  next  fall.  In  addition  to  his  grid 
duties,  Smith  is  in  charge  of  the  Rebel  baseball  team. 

Edwin  "Goat"  Hale,  the  latest  acquisition  to  the  staff 
under  Coach  Walker,  was  assistant  freshman  tutor,  but 
worked  a  large  part  of  his  time  with  the  varsity  squad 
kickers.  An  all-Southern  back  while  at  Mississippi  Col- 
lege, Hale  brought  with  him  to  the  University  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  grid  careers  of  any  one  on  the  staff. 
A  star  as  a  player,  a  college  coach,  then  a  professional 
tutor.  Hale  knows  football  from  all  angles,  is  especially 
adept  as  a  talent  scout.  He  was  in  charge  of  the  boxing 
team,  along  with  Smalling,  the  past  athletic  year.

The  University  of  Mississippi's  1937  grid  edition  made 
its  entry  into  the  new  campaign  with  a  13-0  win  over 
Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute,  but  despite  the  win,  Red 
and  Blue  followers  were  left  in  doubt  as  to  the  power  that 
could  be  mustered  by  the  Rebels. 

Displaying  an  excellent  defense  that  stopped  every  Louis- 
iana Tech  threat,  the  Ole  Miss  team  showed  a  chronic 
ailment  that  was  never  to  be  cured  in  an  offense  that 
failed  despondently  at  gaining  ground.  A  new  style  play, 
employing  a  single  wing-back  running  attack,  was  inaugu- 
rated and  showed  real  form  only  momentarily. 

The  Red  and  Blue's  initial  tally  came  in  the  second 
quarter,  when  Rookie  Kent  Massengale  got  loose  for  22 
yards  to  place  the  oval  in  scoring  position.  Fullback  Johnny 
Lehnhardt  went  over  the  first  play,  fumbled,  and  Ham 
Murphy,  end,  recovered  and  scored.  All-America  Bruiser 
Kinard  placekicked  for  the  extra  marker. 

The  Rebel  struck  again  immediately  following  the  start 
of  the  second  half,  with  Ray  Hapes  doing  some  fine  ball- 
carrying  to  reach  the  Tech  eight-yard  stripe.  On  a  dou- 
ble wingback  formation,  Parker  Hall  faked  to  Hapes, 
shot  the  ball  to  Billy  Mann,  who  scored  standing  up. 

Ole  Miss,  0;  Temple,  0 

Making  the  first  airplane  trip  ever  taken  by  a  major 
football  team,  the  Johnny  Rebs  flew  to  Philadelphia, 
stopped  every  Temple  threat  and  held  Pop  Warner's  pow- 
erful Eastern  team  to  a  scoreless  deadlock  in  a  game  that 
further  proved  the  strength  of  Ed  Walker's  line. 

It  was  Halfback  Mann  who  saved  the  day  for  Ole  Miss 
time  after  time,  kicking  40  and  50  yards  consistently  to 
remove  the  ball  from  Red  and  Blue  territory  after  it  had 
been  advanced  by  Temple's  hard-running  backs. 

Twice  the  Owls  marched  within  10  yards  of  pay-dirt, 
and  almost  instinctively  the  Southerner's  forewall  buckled 
down  and  held  the  opposition  to  a  standstill.  All-America 
Kinard  was  in  the  middle  of  every  tackle,  and  with  the 
aid  of  Guard  J.  P.  Bilbo,  meant  the  difference  between 
victory  and  defeat. 

Again  the  Mississippi  offense  failed  to  click,  and  40 
yards  was  the  total  ground  gained,  contrasted  to  almost 
200  for  the  Philadelphia  team.  Ole  Miss  had  four  first 
downs.  Temple,  14. 

Ole  Miss,  21;  St.  Louis  U.,  0 

With  the  flying  feet  of  Little  Ray  Hapes  storming  twice 
down  touchdown  trail,  the  Rebels  pulled  a  few  offensive 
tricks  from  the  bag  and  remained  undefeated  and  un- 
scored  on  at  the  exp>ense  of  a  heretofore  unbeaten  team 
from  St.  Louis  University.  The  wiry  California  halfback 
teamed  with  a  brother  Pacific  Coaster  to  tally  thrice  for 
Ole  Miss,  and  combined  with  the  sure  toe  of  Captain 
Kinard,  gave  the  Red  and  Blue  a  21-0  victory  over  the  Bil 
likens.

SEASON   CONTINUES 


It  was  a  spectacular  triumph  for 
Ole  Miss  before  4,000  students  and 
alumni  in  the  Homecoming  Day 
feature.  Included  in  the  assem- 
blage was  Governor  Hugh  L. 
White,  former  University  gridder, 
as  well  as  several  other  state  no- 
tables who  returned  for  the  festiv- 
ities. 

Ha  pes  opened  the  scoring  just 
before  the  first  quarter  ended,  when 
he  dashed  78  yards  through  the 
whole  St.  Louis  team  after  the  Bil- 
likens  had  punted.  Kinard's  kick 
from  placement  was  good,  and  the 
scoreboard  read  Ole  Miss,  7;  St. 
Louis,  0. 

Guard  Bilbo  paved  the  way  for 
the  second  tally  when  he  recovered 

a  fumble  on  the  St.  Louis  35.  Halfback  Mann  picked 
up  seven  through  the  line,  then  Hapes,  on  a  fake  reverse, 
traveled  the  remaining  28  yards  to  the  goal  line. 

Recovery  of  another  fumble,  this  time  by  Tackle  Bill 
Williams,  set  the  stage  for  the  final  marker.  After  the 
Rebel  linesman  had  regained  the  oval  on  the  St.  Louis  12, 
Lehnhardt  carried  the  ball  four  consecutive  times  to  score. 

Ole  Miss,  0;  Louisiana  State,   13 

Giving  their  all  for  three  quarters  of  gruelling,  bruising 
football,  the  Ole  Miss  Rebels  weakened  from  the  onslaught 
of  powerful  Louisiana  State  University  and  lost  a  heart- 
breaker  the  last  quarter,   13-0. 

It  was  a  real  battle  from  start  to  finish,  one  that  showed 
Ole  Miss  in  great  defensive  form  the  first  three  quarters, 
but  finally  overpowered  and  outsmarted  in  the  final  period. 
All-Southeastern  Cotton  Milner  went  over  for  the  first 
touchdown  and   substitute  halfback  Jabbo  Stell   raced  43

yards   for  the  concluding  tally. 

Bad  breaks  from  the  referee  and 
the  noticeable  lack  of  replacements 
cost  the  Rebels  a  game  that 
should  have  been  no  worse  than  a 
tie.  A  questionable  ruling  by  an 
official  that  gave  L.S.U.  the  ball 
when  it  should  have  remained  in 
possession  of  Ole  Miss  paved  the 
way  for  the  downfall,  and  coupled 
with  spotty  kicking  in  the  absence 
of  Halfback  Mann,  who  was  on 
the  injured  list,  gave  the  Bengals 
a  game  they  had  to  fight  for. 

Line  play  of  Bruiser  Kinard  was 
the  outstanding  individual  accom- 
plishment of  the  fray,  and  so  re- 
markable was  Kinard  that  L.S.U. 
Coach  Bernie  Moore  made  the 
statement,  "He's  the  greatest  tackle  I've  ever  seen,  and  I've 
seen  the  best."  In  the  Tiger  backfield  more  than  half  the 
time,  Kinard  never  let  up,  played  the  greatest  game  of 
ball  in  his  illustrious  career. 

Ole  Miss,  46;  Ouachita,  0 

Little  Ray  Hapes  ran  103  yards  and  all-America  Bruiser 
Kinard  scored  the  only  touchdown  of  his  career  as  the 
University  of  Mississippi  backfield  had  its  best  day  of 
the  year  in  a  46-0  rout  of  Ouachita  College. 

For  two  quarters  the  Rebels  stood  out,  bunching  seven 
touchdowns  the  second  and  third  periods.  Unable  to  get 
going  the  opening  period,  the  Rebs  were  on  their  way  when 
Hapes  broke  through  for  40  yards  to  place  the  oval  on 
the  Ouachita  two-yard  stripe.  Lehnhardt  crashed  over  for 
the  marker,  then  figured  prominently  in  scoring  the  next 
when  he  threw  a  43-yard  pass  to  Parker  Hall,  who  did 
some  fancy  hip-slinging  before  tallying.

The  Rebels  struck  again  immediately  following  the  kick- 
off,  when  Lehnhardt  threw  a  30-yard  pass  to  Ham  Mur- 
phy who  ran  another  21  to  the  goal  line.  A  22-yard  pass, 
Herb  Baumsten  to  Hall  placed  the  ball  in  scoring  position 
for  the  fourth  touchdown.  Hall  gained  two  yards  to  move 
the  oval  up  to  the  seven  and  Baumsten  went  over  left  guard 
the  remaining  distance. 

Then  came  Kinard's  feat.  He  kicked  off,  followed  the 
ball  down  the  field  and  when  it  crossed  the  goal  line  cov- 
ered it.  The  Ouachita  gridders  looked  dumbfounded  when 
the  referee  raised  his  arms  denoting  a  touchdown,  never- 
theless it  was  the  usual  six  points,  regardless. 

Hall  scored  the  sixth  touchdown  when  he  caught  an 
18-yard  pass  thrown  by  Baumsten.  Hapes  ended  scoring 
for  the  day,  intercepting  a  pass  three  yards  behind  his  own 
goal  line  and  running  the  length  of  the  field  for  the  marker. 

Ole  Miss,  7;  Tulane,    14 

An  "On  to  New  Orleans"  battle-cry  proved  futile  after 
the  Rebels  had  invaded  the  Crescent  City,  for  the  Tulane 
Greenies  rose  after  being  humbled  by  North  Carolina  and 
kept  their  nine-year  jinx  over  the  Red  and  Blue  with  a 
surprising  14-7  victory. 

An  upset  of  mild  nature,  the  game  showed  the  Red  and 
Blue  as  a  hard-driving  ball  club  that  couldn't  gain  when 
that  extra  yard  was  necessary.  Scoring  first  when  End 
Robert  Kincade  took  a  pass  from  Ray  Hapes,  the  Rebs 
went  into  Tulane  territory  several  times,  only  to  lose  the 
ball  on  downs  when  a  bit  of  scoring  punch  would  have 
netted  a  touchdown. 

It  was  Buddy  Banker,  lightest  man  on  the  field  and  a 
brother  to  the  all-American  Billy,  who  gave  the  Greenies 
their  much  desired  win  over  Coach  Walker's  eleven.  A 
mite  of  a  fellow,  he  tallied  the  initial  touchdown  in  the 
second  quarter  to  knot  the  count  when  he  took  an  11 -yard 
lateral.  He  led  a  50-yard  advance  down  the  field  to  score 
the  final  and  deciding  touchdown. 

The  game  was  one  of  the  spottiest  ever  played  by  the 


University  team,  and  although  one  touchdown  was  called 
back,  the  Red  and  Blue  failed  dismally  when  the  ball  was 
in  Ole  Miss'  possession. 

Ole  Miss,  27;  George  Washington  U.,  6 

Rising  to  the  height  of  its  offensive  power  and  decep- 
tion, Ole  Miss  turned  in  its  best  performance  of  the  year 
in  trouncing  a  highly-touted  George  Washington  Univer- 
sity aggregation,  27-6,  in  a  game  in  the  nation's  Capital 
City. 

Parker  Hall  was  the  one  big  Red  and  Blue  spark.  Start- 
ing in  the  first  quarter  when  he  intercepted  a  pass  and 
ran  40  yards  for  the  initial  score  of  the  fray.  Hall  was 
at  his  best,  running  and  passing  the  Rebels  to  their  only 
"real"  victory  of  the  campaign.  That  was  his  only  touch- 
down, but  he  threw  to  End  Robert  Kincade  late  in  the 
game  for  another. 

Kincade  tallied  again  in  the  second  period,  when  he 
snagged  a  pass  hurled  by  Halfback  Kent  Massengale,  who 
next  to  Hall  was  the  oustanding  back  in  the  contest.  Full- 
back Johnny  Lehnhardt  hit  center  for  five  yards  for  the 
other  marker. 

George  Washington  U.,  held  in  check  most  of  the  night, 
came  to  life  the  last  quarter,  when  Ole  Miss'  meager  re- 
placements had  taken  the  field,  and  made  their  only  score. 

Ole  Miss,  6;  Arkansas,  32 

Two  huge  ends  who  towered  six  feet  three  inches,  plus 
one  gigantic  fullback  of  similar  height,  were  all  the  Uni- 
versity of  Arkansas  Razorbacks  required  to  make  Ole  Miss 
lock  as  silly  as  the  rankest  of  high  school  teams  in  a  32-6 
defeat  that  was  a  passing  nightmare. 

From  all  sides  they  came,  those  passes  that  have  made 
the  Porkers  a  nationally  known  and  recognized  team.  And 
when  it  wasn't  through  the  air,  it  was  through  the  line 
that  the  Arkansans  netted  their  yardage.  With  the  sup- 
posedly best  forewall  in  the  South,  the  Rebels  went  to 
pieces,  were  punctured  when  and  how  Coach  Frank  Thorn- 
sen's  team  desired.

Ole  Miss  played  fair  football  for  two  quarters,  closing 
the  first  half  trailing  13-6.  Then  came  the  slaughter.  The 
Porkers  were  en  the  loose  with  their  passes,  completing 
them  with  the  greatest  of  ease. 

Ole  Miss,  7;  Mississippi  State,  9 

A  down-trodden  Mississippi  State  football  team,  minus 
a  head  coach,  scored  a  safety  in  the  first  quarter,  a  touch- 
down and  an  extra  point  in  the  second,  and  upset  a  fa- 
vored Ole  Miss  team,  9-7,  in  the  game  that  doomed  the 
Rebel  season  as  unsucccessful. 

Bad  generalship  was  attributed  as  cause  of  the  loss  to 
the  Statesmen.  Nevertheless,  the  Starkville  team  earned  the 
victory,  for  their  play  was  far  superior  to  that  of  the 
Rebels  in  every  quarter  save  the  last,  when  Ole  Miss  made 
one  desperate  try  to  revert  defeat. 

The  deciding  two  points  happened  near  the  end  of  the 
first  period.  Rav  Hapes  lost  three  yards  to  place  the  ball 
on  his  own  nine-yard  stripe.  Parker  Hall  dropped  an  ad- 
ditional two,  and  on  the  next  play  was  tackled  behind  the 
goal  line  when  he  attempted  to  carry  out  a  running  play. 

A  30-yard  pass  put  the  ball  in  scoring  position  for  the 
Maroons  in  the  second  quarter,  and  with  four  consecutive 
attempts  Captain  Bill  Steadman  was  able  to  push  the  oval 
beyond  the  goal  line.  The  kick  for  the  extra  point  was 
good. 

Ray  Hapes  stole  the  show  the  last  quarter  when  he 
picked  up  a  ball  that  had  been  "downed"  by  a  Maroon 
and  raced  for  a  touchdown  while  the  State  team  was 
looking  up.  The  technicality  of  the  play  was  that  the 
State  gridder  touched  the  ball,  but  failed  to  hold  posses- 
sion until  the  referee  blew  his  whistle. 

That  play  put  new  vigor  in  the  Ole  Miss  team,  and 
passes  filled  the  atmosphere.  A  march  down  to  the  State 
20  sent  Ole  Miss  followers  frantic.  To  the  12  went  the 
ball,  and  then  an  interception.  The  game  was  gone,  al- 
though the  Rebels  made  one  last  effort  in  the  form  of  a 
field  goal  late  in  the  last  quarter. 

Ole  Miss,  0;  Tennessee,  32 

The  flying  feet  of  flashy  George  Cafego,  a  sophomore, 
spelled  disaster  and  the  Rebels  were  still  without  a  victor\' 
over  the  University  of  Tennessee  as  the  \  olimteers  rode 
to  an  easy  32-0  victory  to  close  the  year  for  the  Missis- 
sippians. 

Bob  Neyland's  well-coached  team  was  just  too  powerful 
for  the  weakened  Rebel  to  fathom.  To  start  the  game, 
Ole  Miss  looked  like  the  proverbial  "million  dollars,"  out- 
playing and  outwitting  the  Tennesseans  for  a  quarter  and 
a  half.  Then  came  the  spark  that  reversed  the  picture: 
a  Vol  gridder  intercepted  a  Red  and  Blue  pass  and  ran 
some  40  yards  for  the  initial  tally.  That  ended  the  scoring 
for  the   first  half. 

But  they  came  back  the  final  part  and  came  back  fight- 
ing. The  snake-hipped  Cafego  couldn't  be  stopped,  nor 
could  his  teammates  Babe  Woods  and  Red  Harp,  and 
before  it  was  over  Tennessee  had  run  across  four  more 
touchdowns  for  Ole  Miss'  most  humiliating  loss  in  their 
most  humiliating  season!

The  Norris  Trophy,  presented  annually  by  the 
Norris  Candy  Company,  of  Atlanta,  Ga., 
through  its  local  distributor,  the  Gathright-Reed 
Drug  Company,  is  emblematic  of  the  highest  in 
athletic  achievement  at  the  University  of  Mis- 
sissippi. 

Through  persistence,  natural  athletic  ability, 
and  good  sportsmanship,  Robert  Kincade,  of 
Clarksdale,  a  three-sport  man,  became  the  win- 
ner of  the  Trophy  for  1937-38.  An  end  in  foot- 
ball, a  guard  in  basketball,  and  a  middle  dis- 
tance runner  on  the  track,'  Kincade  combined 


these  three  fields  of  athletic  endeavor  with  his 
genial  personality  to  gain  the  student  vote  in  the 
annual  election  to  become  a  possessor  of  Ole 
Miss'  most  coveted  honor  to  one  of  her  athletes. 
Although  he  was  not  a  star  on  the  gridiron, 
Kincade  applied  himself,  overcame  his  weight 
handicap,  and  became  a  valuable  asset  to  the 
team.  He  was  steady  and  consistent  on  the 
court.  He  was  fast  on  the  track,  where  he  holds 
the  school  record  for  the  mile. 

He  is  a  deserving  winner  of  the  Norris  Trophy. 
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THE    FRESHMAN    SQUAD 


Studded  with  high  school  stars  from  nearly  every 
section  of  the  United  States,  the  Ole  Miss  freshman 
team  possessed  more  individual  talent  than  perhaps  any 
other  Red  and  Blue  frosh  squad,  despite  the  three  de- 
feats that  were  taken  in  seasonal  play. 

Opening  the  campaign  against  Holmes  Junior  Col- 
lege just  four  days  following  their  initial  practice  ses- 
sion, the  yearlings  put  up  a  stubborn  fight,  but  lack  of 
coordination  cost  them  the  game  by  a  13  to  7  score. 
The  next  tilt  was  with  Louisiana  State,  and  fumbles 
plus  a  few  bad  breaks  put  them  under  again,  this  time 
20  to  0.  Mississippi  State  College  came  back  for  re- 
venge the  final  game  and  smothered  the  Baby  Rebels 
43-0. 

Men  on  the  squad  came  from  as  far  South  as  Miami 
and  as  far  North  as  Chicago,  with  a  galaxy  of  stars 
on  last  year's  prep  school  all-state  team  joining  the  ranks 
of  the  Rebels. 

Bud  Cervin,  the  Austin  High  School  of  Chicago  sen- 
sation, leads  the  ends,  with  Lake  Roberson  of  Clarks- 
dale.  Preacher  Smith  of  Meridian  and  R.  J.  Jones  of 
Amory  trailing  not  so  far  behind. 

Outstanding  among  the  guards  was  the  massive  Roy 
Schwerdtman,  a  teammate  of  Cervin  at  Austin  High, 
and  another  Chicagoan,  Bill  Carlstrom,  who  was  in- 
active most  of  the  year  with  an  injured  arm.     Other 


guards  who  will  break  into  the  varsity  lineup  are  Henry 
Kinard  and  Melvin  Shirley. 

George  Kinard,  brother  to  all-American  Bruiser  Kin- 
ard, is  the  only  tackle  who  has  displayed  himself  as  a 
real  varsity  prospect.  Norman  "Red"  Crowe  and 
Cromer  Mabus  stood  out  at  center,  with  Crowe  draw- 
ing the  plaudits  of  every  member  of  the  coaching  staff 
who  acclaim  him  "ready  to  step  in  now  as  a  varsity 
starter." 

Leslie  Dodson,  Columbus'  great  prep  school  star, 
leads  the  backfield  contingent  as  most  likely  to  succeed 
in  his  first  year  as  a  varsity  performer.  Bearing  one 
of  the  most  impressive  records  as  a  high  school  player 
that  has  ever  been  made  in  the  State  of  Mississippi, 
Dodson  is  one  of  the  best  liked  men  on  the  squad. 

John  Whittington  of  McComb  is  another  on  whom 
Red  and  Blue  coaches  will  look  to  next  year.  Whit- 
tington excels  as  a  runner,  but  learned  much  about 
kicking  and  passing  during  spring  training. 

Frank  Furlow  of  Jackson  and  Ed  Miller  of  Picayune 
are  other  future  Rebel  stars. 

Helping  Coaches  Tad  Smith  and  "Goat"  Hale  with 
the  daily  practices  of  the  frosh  gridders  was  Marvin 
Lee  Hutson,  now  assistant  superintendent  of  buildings 
and  grounds  at  the  University,  and  captain  and  center 
of  the  Red  and  Blue  football  team  in  1936.

"The  best  showing  since  the  formation  of  the  Southeastern  Conference"  is 
perhaps  the  best  way  possible  to  describe  the  1938  season  for  the  University 
of  Mississippi  cage  team. 

Going  through  a  13-game  Conference  schedule  with  but  two  defeats,  both  at 
the  hands  of  Mississippi  State  College,  the  Rebels  advanced  farthest  in  the 
loop  tournament  at  the  close  of  the  campaign  than  ever  before.     But  that  is 
only  half   of   the   story — the   other   is  accredited   to   Bonnie   Lee  "Country" 
Graham,  Mississippi's  greatest  basketball  player,  who  brought  the  Southeastern  Conference  scor- 
ing record  to  Ole  Miss  with  the  amazing  total  of  225  points,  or  an  average  of  over   17  points 
per  game. 

Ole  Miss  started  the  season  in  none-too-good  a  fashion  with  independent  and  collegiate  teams  in 
this  vicinity,  taking  it  on  the  nose  as  far  as  wins  and  losses  go,  but  gaining  valuable  experience 
that  was  to  pay  its  dividends  as  the  campaign  progressed.  The  first  Conference  game  was  with 
Vanderbilt,  and  the  Rebels  and  Graham  showed  rare  form  in  taking  the  Commodores,  68  to  30. 

A  pair  with  Mississippi  State  followed,  with  Ole  Miss  on  the  winning  end  of  the  first,  the  losing 
end  of  the  second.  From  State  to  L.  S.  LJ.  went  the  Red  and  Blue  five,  and  when  they  had  left 
Baton  Rouge  they  had  to  their  credit  two  more  victories.  State  College  divided  the  next  two  in  a 
pair  of  closely  contested  games,  and  the  University  aggregation  was  through  losing  for  the  year. 
Tulane  dropped  a  pair  of  bitterly-fought  tilts  in  New  Orleans,  then  Alabama  on  the  campus,  fol- 
lowed by  Mississippi  State,  winding  up  the  year  with  seven  consecutive  Conference  triumphs. 

To  the  tournament  went  Coach  George  M.  "Doc"  Bohler's  quintet.  Seeded  second  only  to  de- 
fending champions  Kentucky,  they  were  conceded  an  excellent  chance  to  annex  the  championship. 
The  first  game  was  with  Tennessee,  who  had  disposed  of  Mississippi  State.  Trailing  one  point 
at  the  half,  the  Rebs  came  back  to  win  45  to  40.

Graham  led  the  Mississippians  into  the  finals  with  27 
points  in  a  crushing  68-40  defeat  over  Louisiana  State, 
Ole  Miss'  third  of  the  year  over  the  Tigers.  But  it 
was  perhaps  all  in  vain,  for  the  next  night,  with  Georgia 
Tech  on  the  opposite  end  of  the  court,  the  Rebels  just 
couldn't  find  the  basket  and  couldn't  stop  the  Engineers, 
with  a  58-47  loss  resulting.  It  was  Tech's  initial  title.      ' 


The  season  closed  Doc  Bohler's  career  as  a  basketball 
coach.  After  31  years  he  said  he  had  heard  enough  of 
the  ball  bouncing  against  the  floor.  He  would  have  liked 
to  take  the  Conference  championship,  but  when  his  club 
was  beaten  in  the  finals  he  repeated  his  oft-said  ex- 
pression, "you  win  a  few,  and  you  lose  a  few."

In  seasonal  competition,  Ray  Medlock,  flashy  light- 
weight from  Little  Rock,  garnered  the  most  im- 
pressive record  of  any  man  on  the  squad,  going 
through  the  entire  season  without  suffering  a  de- 
feat. 

Next  to  Medlock,  it  was  Ralph  Burns  who  did 
most  of  the  winning  for  the  Red  and  Blue.  After 
being  floored  in  his  initial  fight  at  L.  S.  U.,  Burns 
came  back  and  knocked  out  his  next  three  oppo- 
nents. He  won  both  State  fights  by  the  forfeit 
route. 

Steve  Wilkerson,  slowed  considerably  with  an  in- 
jured hand,  was  late  in  getting  started  and  lost 
two  fights  in  Big  13  competition,  one  to  L.  S.  U., 
another  to  Alabama.  He  drew  in  another,  and 
won  the  remaining  three. 

Other  members  of  the  Ole  Miss  team  who  par- 
ticipated as  regulars  included:  Ernest  McCracken, 
bantamweight;  Oliver  Shaw,  featherweight;  Chris 
Scarano,  junior  welterweight;  E.  B.  Burns,  middle- 
weight, and  Eddie  Einhorn,  light  heavyweight. 

The  Southeastern  Conference  tournament  in  New 
Orleans  found  Ole  Miss  walking  away  with  third 
place  after  entering  only  three  men.

Two  victories — then  two  defeats. 

That's  the  story  of  the  1937  track  season  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Mississippi. 

Opening  the  year  with  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute, the  Rebel  cindermen  were  easy  victors,  downing  the 
visitors,  86  to  26,  in  the  first  of  three  meets  on  the 
campus.  Tulane  was  next  on  the  home  slate  and  be- 
fore an  enthusiastic  crowd  of  high  school  students  pres- 
ent for  the  Mississippi  Scholastic  Press  Association 
Convention  the  Ole  Miss  hopefuls  came  through  again, 
nosing  out  the  Greenies  and  the  Delta's  own  Payne 
Brothers,  58  to  52. 

That  completed  the  winning  for  the  campaign,  with 
Alabama's  Crimson  Tide  administering  the  first  of  two 
losses  that  ensued.  The  loss  to  the  Tide  was  one  of 
the  worst  suffered  by  Red  and  Blue  trackmen  in  many 
a  meet,  the  University  team  going  under  by  a  11  to  35 
count.  Mississippi  State  College  won  the  season  finale 
by  a  close  61  to  56  margin. 

Two  school  records  fell  during  the  season  and  an- 
other was  tied.  Elliott  Danzig  rang  up  the  first  new 
mark  in  the  initial  meet,  when  he  lopped  seven  seconds 
off  the  existing  mark  to  set  the  new  time  for  the  two- 
mile  jaunt  at  10:21.2.     Melviri  Dovith,  in  the  meet  at 


Alabama,  tied  Dale  Burnett's  record  for  the  220-dash 
with  the  same  time  of  21.2  seconds.  Red  Jackson 
leaped  6  feet  1  inch  into  the  air  against  Mississippi 
State  to  install  a  new  high  jump  mark. 

Melvin  Dovith  led  the  Rebels  to  their  victory  over 
Louisiana  Tech  with  first  places  in  the  100-yard  dash, 
the  220-dash  and  the  broad  jump  for  a  total  of  15 
points.  Eddie  Mack  Morgan  and  Jim  Cunningham 
tied  for  second  place  in  the  scoring  race  with  10  points 
each.  Morgan  took  firsts  in  the  mile  and  half-mile,  and 
Cunningham  led  the  high  and  low  hurdlers. 

Others  who  gained  first  places  against  the  Louisianans 
are:  Harold  "Skeeter"  Mostkoff,  quarter  mile;  Elliott 
Danzig,  two  mile;  Bill  Williams,  shot  put;  Red  Parker, 
javelin,  and  Red  Jackson,  high  jump. 

Eddie  Mack  Morgan  topped  the  scoring  parade 
against  the  Greenies  from  down  New  Orleans  way  with 
firsts  in  the  mile  and  half-mile,  giving  the  head  yell 
leader  a  total  of  10  points.  He  was  the  only  man  in 
the  meet  to  take  more  than  one  event. 

Other  Rebels  who  came  through  with  triumphs  in 
their  divisions  included:  Elliott  Danzig,  two  miles;  Bill 
Williams,  shot  put;  Red  Jackson,  high  jump;  Red  Par- 
ker, javelin;  Erwin  Sanders,  discus,  and  Harold  Most- 
koff, broad  jump.

Melvin  Dovith  was  again  high  point  man  for  the  Ole 
Miss  tracksters  against  the  Capstone  in  the  only  meet 
off  the  home  track.  Dovith  tied  the  220-mark  and  then 
won  out  in  the  century  dash  to  give  him  10  points.  Ed- 
die Mack  Morgan,  miler,  and  Big  Bill  Williams,  shot 
put  ace,  were  the  only  other  Ole  Miss  men  to  gain  first 
places. 

The  Rebels  took  six  firsts  but  were  still  unable  to  beat 
Mississippi  State  the  eighth  consecutive  time  in  the  most 
thrilling  and  most  spirited  of  the  four  meets. 

Dovith  again  led  the  Red  and  Blue  scorers,  this  time 
with  13  points,  gained  as  a  result  of  winning  the  100 
and  220  dashes  and  finishing  a  close  second  in  the  broad 
jump.  Jim  Cunningham  was  second  with  eight  points, 
winning  the  low  hurdles  and  finishing  second  in  the 
high  hurdles. 

Others  who  accounted  for  Ole  Miss  points  were: 
George  "Kid"  Clay,  pole  vaulter;  Big  Bill  Williams, 
shot  put;  Red  Jackson,  high  jump,  and  the  relay  team 
of  Robert  Kincade,  Ray  Hapes,  Eddie  Mack  Morgan 
and  Dovith. 

Especially  strong  in  some  respects  but  definitely  weak 
in  others,  the  Mississippi  Track  Team's  season  can 
truthfully  be  termed  mediocre,  although  a  victory  over 
State  College  would  have  made  it  a  pronounced  success. 

Melvin  Dovith  was,  perhaps,  the  outstanding  man  on 
the  squad,  taking  high  point  honors  in  three  of  the  four 
meets  with  sterling  performances  in  the  dashes  and 
broad  jump.  Second  only  to  him  was  Eddie  Mack 
Morgan,  high  pointer  against  Tulane.    Morgan  ran  the 


middle  distances,  excelling  in  the  half-mile,  but  able  to 
do  the  mile  in  excellent  style. 

Consistent  performances  were  turned  in  by  Bill  Wil- 
liams, who  "shot  putted"  his  way  to  four  first  places, 
and  Red  Jackson,  high  jump  victor  in  all  save  one  meet. 
Elliott  Danzig  went  unbeaten  the  first  two  meets,  then 
had  to  quit  for  the  year  with  a  bad  leg.  Red  Parker,  with 
the  javelin,  and  Harold  Mostkoff,  running  the  quarter- 
mile  and  doing  the  broad  jump,  were  other  Red  and 
Blue  dependables.

Canny  Herb  Baumsten  formed  the  nucleus  of  the 
Red  and  Blue  corps  of  hurlers,  but  he  was  off  to  a  late 
start  because  of  spring  practice  and  football  duties. 
When  he  did  hit  his  stride,  though,  he  turned  in  excel- 
lent performances,  but  the  close  of  the  season  caught 
him  when  he  had  really  gained  the  control  that  won 
ball  games  his  sophomore  year. 

Baumsten's  tardiness  in  reporting  for  the  nine  was 
bad  in  one  way,  but  good  in  another,  for  it  developed 
a  pair  of  rookie  moundsmen  who  probably  would  not 
have  been  given  their  chance  had  the  lettermen  of  two 
year's  experience  returned.  Johnny  Farese,  who  has 
made  his  athletic  name  at  Ole  Miss  for  his  boxing  prow- 
ess, came  through  well  for  his  first  campaign,  and  Gor- 
don Smith  was  still  better.  Smith,  boasting  a  fast  ball 
and  excellent  control,  was  the  diamond  "find"  of  the 
year,  developing  into  the  most  consistent  hurler  on  the 
squad. 

The  Rebels  opened  the  season  with  a  15-7  victory  over 
Delta  State  Teachers  College  in  Cleveland,  but  got 
over-confident  the  following  day  because  of  their  un- 
expected success  and  were  set  back  11-7. 

The  initial  game  on  the  campus  resulted  in  an  8-to-8 
tie  with  Millsaps  College.  The  game  was  called  because 
of  darkness.  The  Red  and  Blue,  however,  came  back 
the  following  afternoon  and  trounced  the  Majors  10-5 
for  their  second  win  of  the  year  Another  pair  of  cam- 
pus games,  two  return  engagements  with  Delta  State, 
and  Ole  Miss'  baseball  hopes  ran  high.  The  Rebs  took 
the  first,  5-0,  and  the  second,  7-1. 

Alabama's  Crimson  Tide  invaded  the  local  hills  for 
a  set  next.  Rained  out  in  the  initial  tilt,  Coach  Tad 
Smith's  club  turned  in  a  close  surprise  victory,  7-6. 
It  was  the  initial  Southeastern  Conference  game  of  the 
year. 

But  good  fortune  had  done  all  her  smiling  for  a 
while,  and  four  consecutive  Big  13  games  were  dropped. 
Mississippi  State  turned  the  trick  in  the  first  two,  win- 
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ning,  7-6  and  7-0,  and  then  Alabama  gained  sweet  re- 
venge the  latter  pair  with   13-2  and  7-3  trouncings. 

On  to  Louisiana  State  went  the  Rebels,  and  it  was 
against  the  Tigers  that  they  played  their  best  game  of 
ball,  winning  the  initial  of  a  series  of  four,  16-0.  The 
Tigers,  however,  evened  the  score  the  next  day  by  hand- 
ing the  visitors  a  6-3  lacing.  Returning  to  the  Uni- 
versity, the  nine  again  defeated  the  Tigers  handily,  this 
time  to  the  tune  of  an  11-5  score.  The  final  of  the 
quartet  was  rained  out. 

A  pair  of  tilts  with  Millsaps  was  divided,  Ole  Miss 
taking  the  first,  6-0,  and  losing  the  second,  5-4,  and 
another  set  with  traditional  enemy  Mississippi  State 
that  was  also  a  fifty-fifty  proposition  closed  the  cam- 
paign. Scores  in  the  State  tilts  were  6-4  in  favor  of 
Ole  Miss  and  4-3  in  favor  of  the  boys  from  Starkville. 

Dick  McAllister  did  most  of  the  catching  for  Ole 
Miss,  with  the  remainder  of  the  infield  composed  of 
Dave  Gleason,  first  baseman;  Tony  Rosetti,  second  base- 
man; Clark  Holmes  or  Phil  Kelley,  third  baseman,  and 
Jay  Crisler,  shortstop.  The  outfield  had  Kent  Massen- 
gale  or  Buster  Poole  at  left  field,  Spider  Shannon  in 
center  field  and  Bill  Neely  in  right  field. 

The  Rebel  infield  was  a  strong  defensive  unit,  with 
the  keystone  combination  of  Crisler  and  Rosetti  stand- 
ing out.  Gleason  did  well  at  first  base,  replacing  Clar- 
ence "Big"  Hapes,  who  had  dropped  out  of  school. 
Holmes  and  Kelley  alternated  at  the  "hot  spot,"  but 
the  former  saw  most  active  service. 

Gigantic  Buster  Poole  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  Red 
and  Blue  outfield,  but  credit  is  also  due  Neely  for  his 
steady  and  consistent  work  in  the  center  garden.  Mas- 
sengale  played  when  Poole  was  used  as  a  relief  pitcher, 
aside  from  starting  several  games  himself.  He  was  one 
of  the  best  hitters  on  the  nine. 

Poole  captained  the  team  during  the  campaign,  his 
last  under  the  Red  and  Blue  banner.

Billy  Townsend  and  Gill  Shelton  form  the  remainder 
of  the  aggregation. 

The  campaign  started  on  the  campus  against  Western 
State  Teachers  of  Michigan  and  Ole  Miss  lost,  5-2. 
Again  the  campus  was  invaded,  this  time  by  University 
of  Alabama,  who  responded  with  a  4-2  triumph. 

The  annual  tour  started  at  Sewanee,  with  the  Red 
and  Blue  again  on  the  losing  end,  4-2.  The  Richland 
Tennis  Club  of  Nashville  was  the  next  group  of  netmen 
faced,  giving  the  Rebels  their  only  win  of  their  disas- 
trous campaign,  a  decisive  5-0  triumph.  Vanderbilt  Uni- 
versity, next  on  the  card,  offered  a  3-3  tie. 

Sewanee  was  played  again  and  won,  5-1,  followed  by 
a  4-2  loss  to  Birmingham-Southern  College.

The  University  Players  represent  the  interests  of  Ole 
Miss  in  Dramatic  Art.  The  purposes  of  the  players 
are  to  increase  the  resources  of  the  University  in  dra- 
matic leadership,  to  raise  standards  and  appreciation  of 
dramatic  literature,  to  give  opportunity  for  an  ever- 
increasing  desire  for  dramatic  self-expression  and  to 
develop  leadership  for  dramatic  work  in  school,  church, 
neighborhood,  and  community. 

The  purposes  are  being  accomplished  by  the  Uni- 
versity Players  in  a  number  of  ways.  Besides  the  dra- 
matizing of  plays  and  the  attendant  individual  training 
in  character  interpretation,  the  student  also  receives 
training  in  eurhythmies,  stage  directing,  and  stagecraft. 
The  best  modern  dramas  are  read  by  the  class  in  order 
to  appreciate  the  better  qualities  of  dramatic  literature. 

The  history  of  the  University  Players  has  been  marked 
by  wide  diversity  in  types  of  plays  presented,  in  abun- 
dance of  new  talent  discovered,  and  in  competence  of 
directorship.  Constantly  striving  for  and  attaining  a 
higher  standard  of  dramatic  activity  at  Ole  Miss,  the 
Players  are  coming  more  and  more  to  have  a  vital  place 
on  the  campus.
